| His three Ships came from Campletowr: 

on Tweſday ; and the next day went into Tarbert, the greateſt 
carrying thirty Guns , the other twelve, and the third fixyg 
He has another ſmall Veſſel with him which he took upon the 
Coalt loaden with Corn. The twenty ninth he looſed from the 
1arbert accompanied with Anchizbreck, ( who we have already 
told you. had joyned him ) and came into the Town of Roſe in 
_ the lifle of Bogt, where he took a nights Proviſion for himſelf 
and his men, The thirtierh_ he failed round the Iſland with his 
three . Ships and twenty ſmall Boats, and came again to the 
Town of Roſa, and fired ſeven Guns at his landing, having with 


him, as we are informed, in all about two thouſand and five - 


hundred men, He endeavours to perſwade and encourage the 
People to rife with him by affuring them that there are already 
great Riſings in Exgland, as you will fee by a Letter all Written 
and Signed by himſelf, directed for the Laird of Lape, which 1s 
herewith ſent, and is as follows.
